Businessmen | Disturbed Over Truck Parking Edict 


‘Court Ruling May Be Felt 


Residents 


Several score of Andover busi- 
nessmen were seriously disturbed 
this week, when they learned that 
they may be denied the right to 
park their business vehicles at 
their homes. 

A storm of questions and 
demands for actionbroke Tuesday, 
when a court ruling on the subject 
became known. 

Judge Edward A. Pecce had 
heard a mandamus petition brought 
by two Marilyn dr. couples seeking 
to have the town restrict a resident 
of the street from parking his 
commercial vehicle at his home. 

In part, his ruling stated that 
the building inspector must enforce 
the zoning by-law, and must ‘‘*cause 
Joseph W. Hoffman to cease and 
desist making use of his premises 
in violation of the zoning *by-law’’. 

The order found that there was 
no cause for action against another 
person named in the writ, Robert 
O, Rabenius. 

Atty. Burton Shaker, whe repre= 
sented Mr. Hoffman, read from 
the order, while discussing the 
issue with the editor of the 
Townsman. 

Atty. Shaker said there is a 
50-50 chance that the ruling will 
be appealed, and suggested that 
other businessmen may wish to 
take part in supporting the appeal 
to the state Supreme Court. 

In effect, he stated, the ruling 
inferrentially states that parking 
the commercial vehicle - in this

Requirements Are Com plex 


The Board of Appeals naturally takes its share of 


criticism, because by nature of its job, many applicants 
are disappointed when their requests are turned down. 

We wonder, however, how many applications might have 
be&n approved, had the petitioners been represented by 
legal counsel. 

This is not to be construed that some petitioners have 
been unable to handle their own requests. It is meant to 
underline a serious problem that exists when one deals 
with a Board that must conform to statutes. 

Recently, for example, Fred W. Doyle was granted 
permit for the ‘‘consolidation’’ of his lumber business, 


including the construction of a relatively small building
